The Message. 
By Western Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, May 29.—The following mes- 
sage of the President was delivered to the 
House of Representatives to-day: 

To the House of Representatives: 

Sirns—After mature consideration of the bill 
entitled, ‘‘An act making appropriations for 
the legislative, executive and judicial expenses 
of the Government for the fiscal year ending 
June 30, 1880, and for other purposes, I here- 
with return it to the House of Representatives, 
in which it originated, with the following ob- 
jections to its approval: 

The main purpose of the bill is to appropriate 
money required tosupport during the next 
fiscal year the several civil departinents of the 
Governinent. The amount appropriated ex- 
ceeds in the aggregate $18,000,000. This 
money is needed to keep in operation the es- 
sential functions of allthe great departments 
ofthe Government, legislative, executive and 
judiciai. 

If the bill contained no other provisions, no 
objection to its approval Would ba made. It 
embraces, however, @ number of clauses re- 
lating to subjects of great general interest, 
which are wholly unconneeteft with the appro- 
priation which it provides foy. 

Objections to the practice of tacking general 
legislation to appropriation) bills, especially 
when the object is ‘to depyive & co-ordinate 
branch of the Government of its rightsto the 
free exercise of its discretion and judgment 
touching such general legislation, were set 

in the special message in relation to 

House bill No. 1 which was returned 

to the House of Representatives ou the 23th of 
jJast month. 

I regret that the objections which were then 
expressed tothis method of legislation have 
not seemed to Congress of sufficient weight to 
dissuade from this renewed incorporation ot 
general enactmentsin an appropriation bill, 
und that my constitutional duty in 
respect to the general legislation thus placed 
Lefore me ecunnot be discharged without 
sceming to delay, however briefly, the neces- 
sary appropriation by Congress for the support 
of the Government. Without repeating those 
objections, I respectfully refer to that mes- 
save for a statement of my views on the 
principle maintained in debate by 
the advoeca’es of this bill, viz.: that, **to with- 
hold appropriations is a constitutional means 
for the redress’’ of what the majority of the 
House otf Representatives may regqurd as a 
‘forievancc.’’

return thereof. The part of the election law 
which will be repealed by the approval of this 
bill includes those sections which give 
authority to the Supervisors of Elections 
to personally scrutinize, count! and canvass 
each ballot, and all the section3 
which confer authority upon United 
States Marshals and Deputy Mar- 
shals in connection with Congressional 
elections. 

The enactment of this bill will also repeal 
section ~5522 of the criminal statutes of the 
Unfted States, which was enacted forthe pro- 
tection of United States officers in the discharge 
ot their duties at Congressional elections. This 
section protects supervisors and tmarshals in 
the performance of their duties by making the 
obstruction, or assaulting of these officers, or 
any interference with them by bribery, or so- 
licitation, or otherwise crimes against the 
United States. Thetrue meaning and effect of 
the proposed legislation are plain. 

SUPERVISORS

The passage of this bill has been urged upon 
the ground that the eiection of members of 
Congress is a matter which concerns the State 
alone ; that these elections shou!d be controiled 
exclusively by the States; that there are and 
can be no gnch elections as national elections;

an ample replyis turnished by the history of 
their origin and of their results. They were es- 
pecially prompted by tne investigation and ex- 
posure ot frauds committed in the city and 
State of New York at the elections of 1878. 

Committees representing both of the lead- 
ing political parties of the country have sub- 
mitted reports to the House of Representatives 
on the extentof those frauds.

Opening the Safes. 

By order ot Sheriff Finn the safes of M. 
Goidsoll & Co., at their jewelry store, No. 511 
North Fourth street, were opened to-day. One 
ofthe clerks furnished the combination of the 
first one, which was opened without any trou- 
ble, and found. to contain an assortment of 
jewelry valued at between $3,000 and $4,000, 
but no papers of special value or which could 
have any relation tothe heavy sums obtained 
from the Broadway Savings Bank. The com- 
bination to the second safe, Diebold and Boh- 
mann’s make, was unknown and the services 
of a safe-blower were obtained. The work 
of drilling on the panel containing the 
lock was begun at noon, and over two hours 
was consumed in forcing it. When opened the 
contents amounted to nothinzg,comprising only 
an old turcap wrapped up in brown paper, 
bundles of old notes of no earthly value, anda 
package ofinsurance papers. The third safe 
will be forced open this afternoon, 
when a valnable find is expected, 
as it is said to contuin several thousand dollars’ 
worth of lewelry, besides a number ol very 
valuable documents, which may furnish a 
clue to a part or portion of the $250,000 ob- 
tained from the Broac way.

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A Talk With Anthony Comstock, the New 
York Prose cutor of Villainous 
Publishers. 


——- - - 


** Anthony Comstock, New York.’’ 

The name on the register of the Pianters’ 
House attracted the attention of the PostT- 
DISPATCH reporter, who recognized the signa- 
tive of the famous agent of the Society for the 
Suppression of Vice, whose prosecution of 
Madame Kestell, of Fifth avenue, New York, 
drove that notorious woman to suicide, 
and whose arrests of publishers of obscene 
literature are chronicled every now ,and then 
inthe newspapers. Acard sentup bya bell- 
boy, with plenty of leg taient, brought back 
the hospitable response ‘‘come up,’’ and the 
POSsT-DISPATCH reporter found himself in the 
presence of a decidedly Eastern-looking gen- 
tleman, with a full face, red side- 
whiskers, fair complexion, a round 
fully developed head, quick and active in his 
movements, whose whole figure and face was 
indicative of restless energy. 

Mr. Comstock said that he had come onto St. 
Louis to attend the annual meeting of the St. 
Louis branch of § the Western Society 
for the Suppression of Vice, which 
is to take place this evening at the Union M. 
E. Church, corner of Eleventh and Locust. 

‘*‘Where do you come from just now, Mr. 
Comstock ?’’ 

‘*Well, sir, during the past six months I have 
been through the New England and Middle 
States, tracing out parties complained 
of, or those om we had 
occasion to suspect of being engeged in tnis 
unlawful business of disseminating obscene 
literature. Wherever opportunity has offered 
I have been presenting facts tothe public bear- 
ing on this business, trying to reach the good 
men in the community and urging thom 
to see the necessity otf combined and 
organized action against this class of people. 
A week ago iast night I had an opportunity of 
addressing the General Assembly at Saratoga, 
andthe weck before that I* was beiore the 
Methodist Conference tor New York. The idea 
presented in each instance was that all 
around us men were secretly 
circulating literature which was 
calculated and designed to corrupt,the morals 
and depauch the minds ofthe young, andto 
endeavor to put parents, teachers and >? iy 
on their guard.’’ 

‘*[ suppose the public have noidea of the ex- 
tent to whicib the trafiic is carried on?’’ 

‘*T hardly think they have. Ne one can have 
except from a practical experience 
and constant watching such a3 
I nave kept up forthe last six years. When I 
commenced, the &mount of capital invested in 
the business amounted to hundreds of thou- 
sands of dollars. Of the 165 aifferent books 
published in this country at the time I com- 
menced operations as accent of the society, I 
have seized the plates tor printing 
anda illustrating 163 of them, and 
1 have the best of evidence that the 
other two have also been destroyei1. I have 
seized something like 1,700 negatives for 
printing photographs,§which have also $veen 
destroyed; also about stecl and copper 
plate engravings and about 500 wood and elec- 
tro plates. The matter seized, through the 
efforts of the society, trom the commencement 
down to the prescnt time, 
will reach, in round alumbers, 
twenty-four tons. From one party alone I 
seized what cost him about $24,000, consisting 
of 180 steel and copper plate engravings and 
stercotype plates for printing twenty five dif- 
ferent books. It was estimated by printers that 
the steel and copper plate engravings alone 
cost not less than $18,000 or $20,000. Ire- 
ceived $16,000 worth of stuff at the hands of 
another named Ackerman at one time. His 
backerand friend,a man named Timsonr, 
was reported to have made $30,000 to $40,- 
000 im the same business. He claimed to be 
erveespectaplie and moved in good society, 

p of the ast%firban cities around New 
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‘*Where was the business conducted:'’ 

“AH over’ the United o»states. The 
headquarters were principally in 
New York city.The police of New York were per- 
fectly aware of the business but thev were al- 
lowed to go onin their infamous business. for 
years, without molestation. One man who 
published some ofthe filthiest books ever seen 
lad been carrying on his business since 1842; 

could trace iit that far back 
on his books. A _ detective, one of the 
headquarters. detectives, received $600 
from him, Anda certain prominent criminal 
lawyer nade Aim pay it back. That man—the 
publisher, I mean—never was arrested, and 
yet he did more than any other two men put 
together in this business. He conducted it so 
secretly that it was extremely difficult to bring 
it to a stop. He used to have his printing 
done in Brooklyn; the ietter press was 
taken across to New York, where it was 
bound; then another confidential man 
took the books over to Jersey 
City, where they were stored in 
a room he had inthe Atlantic Hotel. All these 
precautionary measures were taken so that if 
we succecded in getting the plates we wouldn't 
get the letter press or stock in the hauds ol the 
binder. if we seized that we 
would not get the plates nor: the 
bound stock. I finally got the plates, 
200,000 books, a@ quarter of a ton oft letter 
press, and $7,000 werth of bound books in 
Jersey City. His name was Haynes. I also 
seized the stock of a man named Farrell, 
amounting to four tons, and got six tons of 
stercotype plates from his printer,all of which 
have been destroyed. His printer was a man 
named Holman, who laid claims to the very 
highest respectability, to a reputation for 
sanctity, infact. Ina book shelf in his store 
he usa to kecp Spurgeon’s sermons and a lot 
of tracts written by himself. Above the tracts 
were the words ‘‘Free, pleasc take one.’’ 
And on the other side ot a board partition was 
the printing press yet wet with the ink witu 
which had been pringed 10,000 of these vile, 
unlawiul books.’’ 

‘*Where do these books and engravings come 
jrom?’’ 

‘*Nearly all the matter that has been seized 
is Of American production. This man Havnes 
ispoke of used to import a great deal from 
(ireat Britain, Isent over the name of one 
nan with whom he dealt to the London Soci- 
ety iorthe Suppression of Vice, and in less 
than amonth they wrote back that they had 
him under thirteen indictments.’’ 

‘*How have you succeeded in yoR prosecu- 
tions thus far?’’ 

‘*About four per cent of the cases that have 
becn tried have failed to result in a conviction. 
Ninety-six per cent have been convicted, or 
pleaded guilty, which is the same thing. There 
me some seventy cases in the city of New York 
that have not been tried, in which 
there is ample evidence to convict, 
but which have been laid over 
from time totime through the negligence, or 
worse, of the District Attornev’s oftice. I mean 
the State District Attorney, Mr. Pbelps Justice 
Cowan, of the Court of General Sessions, said 
the other day, that owing to the frequent prac- 
tice of giving straw bond, to leta man out on 
bond amounted practically toputting an end 
to the case, and he does not intend that that 
should be so in this court.’’ 

‘*Where does this literature go?’’ 

‘*Very largely into schools and seminaries 
from one endof the country tothe other. The 
names and address of youths. male and fe- 
maie, and of others, are bought by these deal- 
ers, who send out to them their circulars and 
advertisements, and one colleciion of names 
frequcntly serves several dealers. I 
found a list of 200,- 
000 or 300,000 hames the 
other day in Boston, which had been originally 
collected by a dealer in Chicago, who had used 
them and sold the list to aman in Ashland, 
Mass., who bad resold them to the Boston 
man. Catalogues ot schools and seminaries are 
collected and circulars sent to the various stu- 
denis. One concern here in St.Louis we found 
had sent out circulars, describing 
oO diabolical instrument, to at 
least two female seminaries—one in Iowa 
and one in Iilinois. The.man skipped before 
we caught him, but I haven't got through 
looking for him yet. I don’t drop men so 
quick. One man who had been in business 
originally in New York was caught after he bad 
fled to Connecticut, thence to Montreal, thence 
to Detroit, thence to Chicago, thence to St. 
lois, thence to Memphis, thence to New Or- 
leans, and finally brought back after 
two years to Connecticut, where an 
indictment ad been found 
against him. The man Farrell cleared out from 
New York after a bench warrant had been got- 
ten out for him, and went south, where he died 
beifore the end of two weeks.’’ 

‘*Yon don’t meanto say that the business 
has been entirely broken up?’’ 

‘*No; [meanto say thatthe price of moral 
purity iseternal vigilance on tke part of pa- 
rents, teacheisand the authorities. There is 
no home fm the land, however sacred, but is 
in danger from this curse.’' 

Speaking of Judge Treat's decisionin a re- 
cent case Brought before the U. 8S. District 
Court here, Mr. Comstock said: ‘'There is but 
one way underthe law of entorcing it, and 
Judge Treat rules that we can’t enforce it that 
way. His ruling is in opposition to hundreds 
of decisions in cases thathave been tried, as 
it o in opposition to common sense and ab- 
sura. .

When 
Richard Cr hay died, Hall and Bailey re- 
tired, andth ‘orks came into the possession 
of William € wWshay, who, with Sir Joseph 
Bailey, had pr. tically managed them for sev- 
eral years. 

Under this new iron king; who had a genius 
for invention, Cyfarthfa advanced with gigan- 
tic strides. In 1819 it numbered six blast fur- 
naces, and in that year produced 11,000 tons of 
pig-iron and 612,000 tons of bars. In 1821 it 
turned out more of these manufactures than 
the three Kingdoms put together had done be- 
tween the years 1740 and 1750, and fully balf 
the total yield of all Great Britain so late as 
1788. From 1817 to 1840, the Glanmorganshire 
Canal, which was the first Crawshay had start- 
ed, carried from Cyfarthfa 613, 144 tons of pud- 
dled iron. The most important of the rolling- 
mills was erected tm 1846, designed by William 
Williams. Attached were 18 boiling furnaces, 
and 20 puddling furnaces, which in March, 
1847, turned. out 6,144 tons of rails, and 
in the same month the largest bar of iron pos- 
sibly ever made. It measured 27 feet long 
and 6 1-2 in diameter,and weighed 2,941 tons. 
In his old age, William Crawshay retired to 
his seat at Caversham Park, near Reading, on 
the Thames, having, however, built Cyfarth- 
fa Castle, a magnificent residence, near the 
works. He left his son, Robert, in charge, 
and dying in 1867 bequeathed him all his 
property, which, besides other valuables in 
lands and gold, included Cyfarthfa, with its 
11 furnaces—7 at Cyfarthfa proper and 4 at 
Ynysfach—7 iron stone-pits, and 8 coal-pits. 
The estimated fortune of William Crawshay 
was £35,000,000. Ofthe conl won but un- 
worked onthis splendid estate the possible 
yield is 2,500 tons per day, the late Robert 
Crawshay being content to work it at 
less than 980. Merthyr Tydfil, 
where the works are located, as I have said 
before, has grown froma village to a town. 
In 1831 the population had risen to 22,083; in 
1841, to 34,977; in 1851, to 46,578, and in 1871, 
to 06,891, which, however, takes in the parish 
of Aberdare and the hamlet of Caed-y-Cym- 
ner. It returns two members to Parliament. 
In 1873, when the ‘*company’’ mania was 
waning, an enterprising ‘‘promoter,’’ who 
is now in America, entered into preliminary 
firrangements to buy the Cyfarthfa Works, 
and launch the scheme under the Joint Stock 
act. A syndicate was said to have been 
formed for the purchase, and along with 
ita bituminous colliery of 1,000 acres in the 
same locality.

The Newfoundland eorrespondent of the ee 
Montreal Gazette—a mutch esteemed ergy- 
man, by the way—tells the following story, 
which we copy because of the source from 
which it eomes: ¥ 

Atthe new mine, Little Bay.a case has 
occurred ofa pig having remained closed in 
under a house for nearly five’ months without 
food of any kind, and at length coming forth 
alive, but in a yery dilapidated condition. 
The animal! had erept in under the floor of a 
house built on slopine ~ ground, and when the 
foundation was fimally closed in piggy must 


have been wrapped in a profound slumber, in 
a comfortable bed of shavings which filled wp 
partially the empty space. The house was 
not finished, and remained unoccupied dur- 
ing the winter, hence the noise made by the 
prisoner on awakening, and his strugles to 
get out, were unheard. 

Finding bimself in durance vile, the pig, 
like atrue philosopher, aceommodated him- 
self to eircumstances, and wisely determined 
bot to fight against the inevitable. He 
wrapped himself in the sbavings and went to 
sleep for the winter. His mysterious disap- 
pearunce was commented on, but it was sup- 
posed he had lost his way in the woods, being 
of a roving disposition. He was a plump 
animal and a eredit to his owner, who intend- 
edtoturn him into bacon about Christmas, 
and it was fortunate for himself that he car- 
ried a viaticum in his own fat on which he 
subsisted during the winter. The house was 
elosed in on the 22d of November, 1878, and 
on that day piggy was ‘‘lost to sight.’’ A\{ll 
through the following four months he slept 
peacefully, perfeetly indifferent regarding the 
Afghanistan eampaign and the Isandula dis- 
aster. 

But with the warmth of April suns his en- 
ergies returned; he rubbed his eyes and turn- 
ed over, Managing to utter some feeble 
grunts. By this time the house was oceupied, 
and the inhabitants were amazed at hearing 
these mysterious noises underneath the floor 
oftheir kitchen. Piggy began to feel the 
pangs of hunger after his long fast, and his 
grunts for release beeame more imperative. 
An opening was made and poor piggy at 
length staggered forth ‘‘the chost of his form- 
er self’’—a walking skeleton. His condition 
drew tears from the eyes of the woman 
who owned him, who only knew him by a pe- 
| culiar turn in his tail, which survived the de- 
struction of all his tissues. Her joy over the 
resurrection of the lost pet was touching. 
The news spread rapidly. The miners gather- 
ed from all quarters to view the wonderful pig 
who had lived 142 days without meat or drink. 

One of them more book-learned than tne 
rest remarked that ‘‘it reminded him of the 
seven sleepers of Ephesus,’’ but bis observa-

Piggy’s fortune was made. Presents flowed 
inupon him. Delicacies unheard of in the 
dietary of pighood were liberally supplied to 
nourish him in his invalid condition. Warm 
compounds of oatmeal and biscuit, flavored 
with delicious scraps and tid-bits from kindly 
housewives, soon begantotellon his condi- 
| tion and to swell out hislean flanks. Hisstory 
went the rounds of the mines, and every where 
awoke sympathy and enthusiasm. Whether 
he will be sent on for exhibition in St. John’s 
I cannot say, but there can be no doubt that 
an enterprising showman would find ita paying 
speculation.

yNDON, May 15.—Robert Crawshay, ‘ ‘the. 
on King,’’ isdead. His accomplished wife, 
author of ‘‘Lady Helps,’’ and a social re- 
er, closed his eyes at Cheltenham on 
urday. The deceased gentleman had been 
vying there for the benefit of his health. He 
fee been ‘‘stone deaf’’ for years. He died 
from an attack of bronchitis. When tbe last 
great strike inthe iron and wool trades of 
South Wales took place, he closed his works, 
and they have only been partially reopened 
since. I happened to be a visitor at Cyfarthfa 
Castle during the trouble. Crawshay vowed 
he would never give way to dictation; he 
would rather close his furnaces forever; he 
could afford it. I don’t know’ what 
his possessions were, but he _ had 
the reputation of being a millionaire 
angW here between £5,000,000 end £10,000,000. 
[I talked to him by means of a pencil and pa- 
per. He would notlearn the dumb alphabet. 
Some people thought him morose. I fuund 
piman agreeable, amiable gentleman. His 
hobbies were horticulture, photography, and 
music. His castle overlooked the valley near 
his vast iron works. His gardens and his 
studio were together. Inthe former he grew 
the finest fruits and flowers in Wales. Inthe 
latter he took or printed the best pictures in 
England. Some of his landscape photographs 
¢xhibited at the London exhibitions were 
voted superb by critical judges. The best and 
most natural hkeness I havein my album— 
always excepting those New York portraits— 
are by the late Robert Crawshay. 
The most luscious peaches I 
ever ate were grown m bis houses. He could 
not hear a sound, he told me, even when a 
drum was beaten in his ear, but he main- 
tained a brass band that won allthe Crystal 
Palace money prizes, in competition with all 
ihe bands large premiums could bring to- 


gether. It was formed among his workmen, 
and was the delight of Merthyr Tydfil, a town 
which, under tbe Crawshay influence, grew 
from a village to a population of 100,000. 
When he and Mrs. Crawshay went to visit«a 
Jocal watering-place in the summer, the band 
youid go along and play daily for the amuse- 
nent of these ‘‘cities by the sea’’ which had 
the good fortune to attract the Crawshays. 
Abertyswith was one of these places, and Mr. 

mawshay showed me quite a collection of the 
Bebbies he had picked up onthe beach there 
and had polished and set. There was a genial, 
child-like simplicity in this strong-headed 
man’s tastes and pleasures. He wasa rare 
fisherman. and had a lovely little box on the 
River Usk, which he presented tohis wife 
over breakfast a few months ago, be- 
fore he was takenill. Inhis hall at Cyfarthfa 
Castle are many preserved eWamples of his 
argling victories, with their weights, and 
particulars of their capture. The Little Taff, 
a trout stream, runs by the castic,and,though 
face to face with iron furnaces and din of 
hammers, the scenery is beautiful and ro- 
mantic. When Iwas there enjoying the iron 
monarch’s hospitality, he employed at his iron 
and coal works about 5,000 men, and, in all, 
families numbering 20,000 were dependent on 
him for their daily bread. Though the man- 
agers came tothe castle daily with the letters, 
for consultation and advice, he did not appear 
to take an active partin the management. His

The Academy of Music and Fine Art Gal- 
lery Job Revived.

How Public Spirit May be Made to Cover 
a Multitude of Sins. 


—— 


**For ways that are dark,’’ notwithstand- 
ing the asseveration of Truthful James, the 
Heathen Chinee is;not peculiar. The lottery 
business just now presents a curious compli- 
cation which it isn’t easy to unravel, and 
seems to indicate on the part of some one pos- 
session of more or less ofthe subtlety of the 
idolatorus celestial. 

Some time ago it was announced that the 
Academy of Music scheme was about to be 
revived by Wakeficld and McChesney, and 
the announcement brought out a card from 
H.M.Smit, the pawnbroker, to the effect 
that he had purchased the in- 
terest of A. B. Wakefield and 
proposed to erect an opera-house which would 
be *‘a pride and ornament to the city,’’ ete. 
Mr. Smit went on to explain that he had se- 
cured the opinion of eminent legal gentlemen 
to the effect that the original act of 1874, 
**io encourage the erection of an 
academy of music and gallery of art 
in the city of St. Louis’’ could not be re- 
pealed, because it established a vested right, 
and consequently the act passed by the Legis- 
lature last winter to repeal the act of 1874 
was nulland void. It is barely possible that 
some good citizen may have _ rejoiced 
xt the seeming prospect of the 
erection in the near future of an 
Academy of Music and Gallery of Fine Arts 
‘‘which would be a pride and ornament to 
the city,’’ and that all the legal difficulties in 
the way were surmounted, and the vandal 
band of the Legislature had been reached 
forth against the glorious project in vain. 

If so, the good citizenin question did not 
know what an Academy of Music bill was, 
although favored at the time by some of the 
best citizens of St. Louis, in the 
belief that it was the only way 
in which St. Louis could obtain a grand 
Academy of Music. In unscrupulous hands 
it is capable of being turned into a gambling 
and swindling scheme of the most gigantic 
dimensions. The following are the provisions 
of the bill im full: 

An act to encourage the erection of an 
academy of music and gallery of art in the 
sOUIS 
; The St. Louis Academy of Music 
& corpora- 


WHEREAS, 
and Art has become organized as 
the purpose of erecting in the city of St. Louis 
a suitable building for musical, dramatic and 
literary entertainments, the establishment of 
a calle ry ofthe fine arts therein, and other 
purposes connected therewith, but on account 
of the difficulty of obtaining capital 
for investment in such an_ enterprise, 
special legislation is necessary for the en- 
couragement of the undertaking; therefore, 
Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the 

State of Missouri, as follows: 

Section 1. The St. Louis Academy of Music 
and Art. a corporation in the City of St. 
Louis, is hereby empowered to issue its stock 
in exchange for statues, paintings, engray- 
ings and other works of art, generally, to be 
used in its gallery of the fine arts; in like 
manner as if such stock were first 
sold* and the proceeds thereof invested 
in such property ; also to give 
public literary, musical or dramatic enter- 
tainments, not to exceed twenty in number, 
The 
net proceeds of such sales shall be applied

academy of music and art, the e stablishment 
of a public gallery of the fine arts therein, and 
the promotion of the general objects of said 
cor loration. For the encouragement of at- 
tendance on said entertainments and promot-
